gives to the reader« of ttio Ohicf- 
Exponent hi« prediction 
of the 
next sixty dafTK. 
To the Chief-Hvponcnt: 
Deer Chief: 
As I am so often 
interagated by those who call tne 
their weather pnqdiet, and its 1 
am frequently gone 
right when 
they want to know the worst, I 
will take this method of 
giving 
them bin best guesses for the next 
quarter, 
including 
balance 
of 
month. 1 look im rain the 21st to 
23rd, also 29th to 31st inat.; the 
first rain in Apivi appears to me 
to come from th<* 6th to 8th. This 
is a rain period with possibly an 
electrical storm, Tor the first this 
spring, likely to clear off and part 
about the {Mb or 10th. 
No more 


rain then until the 20th to 23rd. 
No heavy rain until the last hree 
days of April, clearing oft warmer. 
May appears to the w riter to be 
a very dry warm growing month. 
I can't see any sign for any rain 
during the entire month, which is 
usually a wet month. The farmer 
can work every day in May save 
Sunday. No indications whatever 
for rain from April until June, the 
6th to 0th, and then it will rain 
every week in June. The sowing of 
wheat and oats will be 
difficult 


Now, good people, don't imag­ 
ine that I am inspired or am any 
smoother than you are; but from 
60 years of close 
observation, 1 
have «imply learned more abont it 
than you have. 
Now I will give 
yoil the mam signs for rain. 
The 
more visible eclipse more rain, is 
the rule, but this is an exceptional 
year, as there an* seven eclipses in 
1917, more than I ever knew in 50 
years, and 4 of them of the sun 
and 3 of the moon. But you will 
observe that those eclipses are on­ 
ly visible to the nations mostly in­ 
volved in the European war, and 
none to the I nited States. 
The 
best sign for rain is the nearer the 
moon makes its changes to mid­ 
night, and especially just after or 
from 12 to 4 o ’clock, the more 
certain it. will rain. 
You will no­ 
tice any change in Jun< 
morning, and always look 
heaviest rain on the last (| 
A red rising sun indicates a great 
change and generally rain in 48 
hours. A rod setting sun indicates 
a dry \vt*ok or more. But the sun 
setting real yellow, like a brass 
hall, indicates sleet or snow in the 
winter and rain in the spring and 
Rummer. 
W hen you see the sun 
drawing water morning and even­ 
ing of the same day, it will shower 
in two days. 
If you see it lightn­ 
ing at night in the northeast, it 
will sure rain in 3 days, and apt 
to be stormy near the cloud pro­ 
ducing the electricity. 
When you 
see thunder heads to the left of 
the sun at sunrise, which is in the 
northeast, it is a sure sign of rain 
in 2 or 3 days. 
Study this and do 
your own propheeving. 
1 will give rain periods for July, 
August, and September the tirst 
week in May. 
Please keep this issue 
of the 
Chief for future reference and if 
you catch ine in one tell the other 
fellow about it, for you might pro­ 
voke me to wrath if you mention it 
to inc. 
A drouth seldom breaks up by 
a heavy bank or thunder heads, 
but it will commence hazing up in­ 
to streaks, and what is called more 
tails, and will keep thickening up 
JTor two or three days, and usually 
commences with a fine mist early 
in the norning. 
Now, I have done the writing o4 
this prophecy and if the 
Chief 
staff will kindly put it to press you 
w ill get it free.

A test by A. & M. College showed that 
hogs put on more meat and cheaper when 
fed on peanut meal than any tested feed. 
It costs less and the hog grows faster. 
Another thing the test showed was that 
hogs fed on peanut feal will not kill soft. 
Here is what the A. & M. Bulletin said: 
“ Peanut pork is a serious 
question 
with the packers and the shippers and will 
continue to be discriminated against. The 
meat is soft and oily and is not desirable. 
It looks to us like our experiment station 
has found an answer. Take the peanuts to 
the mill. Let them buy the oil, which is a 
high prieed preduct when sold alone, but 
worth less than nothing when sold in the 
pig. TTien feed the meal which is just as 
valuable as a hog feed as the whole nut, 
from a producer's standpoint and about 
two cent* a pound more valuable from the 
packer's standpoint."
